A little goose who was sucking asparagus at 
a ball supper, thought herself affronted by a 
hoarse singer who fed near her, and in honeyed 
accents thus addressed him : “ I am certainly 
a more noble and perfect genius than you, for 
the whole range and extent of your faculties 
is confined to one talent. 1 can walk upon the 
platform as well as you can. I enu both sing 
and recite. 1 can act, paint Christmas cards, 
play the piano and violin, and write very tol- 
erable verses* 1 enjoy the different powers 
of music, literature, and criticism.’’ The 
hoarse singer, snorting somewhat disdainfully, 
replied, “ It is true you are in society, but you 
cut no very distinguished figure there. You 
sing, indeoil, but produce your voice so badly 
that you have no right to put yourself on a 

level with Signori na A or Fraulein B . 

You have u superficial knowledge of the piano 
and violin, but can neither read at sight nor 
transpose. And when vou come on in cha- 
rades or amateur theatricals, with your tight 
stays and ill-managed voice, you bring upon 
yourself the derisions of all beholders. I con- 
fess that 1 only know one soug, but my voice 
is good, my phrasing correct, and my vocal- 
ization elcghnt and refined. How great the 
power of my chest C! How astonishing its 
resonance! I had rather be limited to one 
talent and be admired in n single song than 
attempt several lines and be but an amateur 
in all.” — F. Corder.

T. — Come, my boys, let us stand awhile at 
the dining-room window for amusement. I 
don't know how your young brains feel after 
six hours of lessons, but mine is quite stupe- 
fied. 

G. — I am not stupefied, but I feel very giddy. 

H. — And I am giddy and stupid too. 

T. — When you h .ve rested for ten minutes 
you shall resume work. Meanwhile we will 
read out of an improving book I have in my 
pocket. [A piano organ , drawn by two Ital- 
ians^ stops opposite the window . J 

H. — What a wonderful instrument! How 
penetiating in its tone! Cray what is it? 

G. — I can toll you that. It is an organ. 
Don’t you see the Italians? 

T. — Yes, it is an organ — the noblest musi- 
cal instrument this country produces ; not only 
grateful to the ear, but of the greatest impor- 
tance as an educational medium. 

H. — I should like to know something about 
it. 

T. — Very well, then, instead of reading, we 
will sit and talk about organs. George, you 
knew the ortan by its I alians — should you 
have known it if there had been none? 

G. — i don’t know. 1 believe not. 

T. — The giant species of piano-organ now 
before us is, however, the most powerful of 
all, and requires, as you see, two attendants. 

II. — Must they be always Italians? 

T. — By an occult law of nature none but an 
Italian seems able to grind the handle with the 
requisite evenness.

It cauuot be more diffi- 
cult than the church organ. 

T. — And why so? 

II. — Don’t you remember in the words of 
that song it is now playing — “ The Lost 
Chord ” — it says that the young woman played 
A-men once by accident, and, although Bhe 
tried all the rest of her life, could never hit on 
the notes again? Now no instrument can be 
more difficult than that. 

T. — Very true; but it was, perhaps, the 
fault of the performer. 

G. — I have read in Darwin’s “Origin of 
Species 99 that an organ expands with use and 
dwindles from disuse. Does this apply to 
street organs? 

T. — Certainly it does. Mr. G. du Maurier 
has pointed out that when an Italian depends 
wholly on his instrument this attaius gigantic 
proportions, as in the specimen now before us, 
whereas if he seeks other means of attracting 
patronage, such as a monkey or a crippled per- 
former, the organ shrinks to mean size and 
feeble powers.

T. — Some consider that the monkey and 
the infant which frequently inhabit an egg- 
box under the instrument are in effect para 
sites which undermine its constitution. 

11 . — And these* parasites have others which 
live upon them, have they not? 

T. — Yes; as the song you were speaking of 
just now says : 

Seated one day on the organ, 

1 was weary and full of fleas. 

It is a curious illustration of Nature’s chain of 
existence. But 1 have now told you the chief 
characteristics of the organ, an instrument so 
beautiful that it is a fit adjunct to the habita- 
tion of the first nobleman in the land. 

II. — I wonder, then, that all rich gentlemen 
do not have one in their houses. 

T. — Many of them who are not skilful enough 
to play the banjo have made a study of this in- 
strument. — F. Carder.
